Some indignation is being 6%. Cx: 
pressed by ratepayers on Railway 
Street because a subs¢ription list 
has been presented to them by a 
ratepayer living in east Didsbury 
asking for financia! aid in doing 
road work in his section of the 
town. This appears to us a pe- 
culiar state of affairs when men 
who are paying the heaviest 
amount Of taxes should be asked 
to put their hands in their 
pockets and again pay another 
tux for municipal improvements. 
The Council appear to blame for 
this condition of affairs. The 
residents of the extreme north- 
east part of Didsbury have asked 
the town Council for a little work 
to be done in their section of the 
town for the last two or three 
yars and they have been 
iznored; in tact, as we are given 
to understand, their deputations 
appearing before the Council 
have been treated in a very off 
hand way, till at last they are 


appealing to the general public | 


for aid. Ifthe Council had fol- 
lowed out their policy of not do 
ing any very large improvements 
this year, as they did until a 
week or so ago, there might have 
been some excuse for their neg- 
lect of these ratepayers, but as 
they saw fit to expend a consider- 
able amount of money on one of 
the streets of the town, which 
work could easily have been left 
for some other time, seeing the 
necd of the other section of the 
town, they were bound in all 
fairness to give the relief asked 
for, the cost of which would 
amount to a yery few dollars,

The New Rural Mu- 
nicipal Act 


The Department of Municipalities 
has just sent us the fo'lowing con- 
densed report of the new Rural Mu- 
nicipalities Act upon which a large 
number of the Local Improvement 
Districts are now voting. It is un. 
fortunate that we did not receive this 
before, and also that we ore unable to 
publish the whole of it in this week’s 
issue on account of shortness of space, 
hecause of the vote that will be taken 
in the west country next week on this 
momentous question. However, we 
hope that this part that is publisned 
will go some way to dissolve the un- 
certainty that exists as to the working 
of the new Act and next week we wil 
complete the report. 

Any of the ratepayers interested may 
appoint five of themselves to act asa 


.| Municipal Committee. This Municipal 


Committee may then petition the De- 

|part.nent asking for authority to have a 
vole taken so that the ratepayers may 
decide whether or not a Rural Munici- 
pality should be established. This pe- 
tition must be accompnnied by a state- 
ment signed by 50 resident electors ask- 
ing to have such a vote taken. Our ree 
ceipt of such petition, the necessary 
authorization and all the required(forms 
are sent out to the Municipal Committee 
and they arrunge for the vote being 
taken, it being necessary that such vote 
be taken within 30 days of the date 
when the authorization is received. Ifa 
majority of the votes cast are in favor of 
having a Rural Municipality established, 
it will be established as soon as the re- 
turns of the vote are sent in to the De- 
partinent. Such organization will not, 
however, take effect until the second 
Monday in December. 

The election of Councillors for the 
Rural Municipality established will be 
held in December next; nomination to 
take place on the first Monday in De- 
eember, and if poll is held it will be held 
on the second Monday in December. A 
Municipality will be governed by a 
Council made up of five members, At 
the first election these Councillors will 
be elected at large, that is, each rate- 
payer will have the privilege of yoting 
for tive Councillors, After the first year, 
if deemed advisable, action may be taken 
to have the Municipality divided into 
divisions or wards, and a Councillor 
elected for each division; thus it is left 
optional with the Municipality after the 
first year whether or not the Councillors 
should be elected at large or elected by 
divisions. Where elected by divisions 
there is frequently a tendency for each 
Councillor to run the affairs of his divis- 
ion as an entirely separate organization. 
This is asa rule very detrimental to the 
interests of the community as the best 
results from any organization of this 
kind cau only be arrived at by all the 
members of the Council working to- 
gether and making improvements for the 
good of the district as a whole. Unless 
some detinite system of road building is 
arranged tu serve the whole community, 
there is not likely to be nearly as good 
resulta from the expenditure made, nor 
will the improvements be of the same 
wervice to the ratepayers. 

Tho Councillors elected are required to 
choose one of their number as the head

LOW RATE ON WHEAT 


C.P.R. OFFICIAL MAINTAINS THE | 
RATES ARE REASONABLE . 


Declare That Weather Conditions, 
Wages and Fuel Contribute to Ne- 
cessity of Higher Rates in the West 
—Say Through Rate Cheapest in 
the World. 


Ottawa .—The railway board delved 
into anuther mas. of facts and figures 
submit.ed by the C.P.R. in connect- 
ior. w'th its defence of its western 
freight tariffs i.. the western rates 
case. The C.P.R. did not close its 
wase but towards the end of the sit- 
«ng witnesses for the company gave 
piace tu Mr. D. B Hanna, vice-pres- 
ident of the C_N.R. system, who was 
being examined by F. H. Phippen. 
when .ne board rose. Mr. Hanna 
agreed wi'h Vice-President Bosworth, 
of the C.P.R., that water competition 
controls the ra‘e situation in the east. 
He said ihat if it was not for this 
competition eastern rates would be in- 
creased. He declared that in many 
ways, the cost of operation is higher 
in the west, no.able on account of 
the weather conditions, the higher 
fange of wages and the greater cost 
cf fuel. 

W. B. Lanigar freight traffic man- 
ager in the west, was the star witness 
for the C.P.R. He maintained that 
the western rater were reasonable and 
that the through rate on grain to Fort 
Wiiliam is tho lowest in the world, 

Mr. Lanigan was cross-examined at 
length by W. A. Macdonald, in regard 
to the possibilitv of an export wheat 
trade teing developed via Vancouver. 
He said that while the C.P.R. was 
anxious to see this done. the present 
igh rates for ocean carriage and in-| 
surance make it practically imposs!- 
Die. No reference was made to the 
conditiona which will be ‘created by 
the complet'on of the Panama Canal. 
The general crossexamination of the 
C.P.R. witnesses by counsel fcr the 
federal an.) provincial governments 
and the Winnipeg Board of Trade has 
been deferred wnti! they have an op- 
portunity to study the rate compar- 
{sons submitted by the company. 

Mr. Mcinnes agreed with Vice-Pre- 
sident Besvorth that !t was not fair 
to compare British Columbia division 
with Lake Superior division. Proper 
~asis of rate_making, he sald, would | 
be upon traffic tha. originates, or is 
consumed in each railway division. 

Mr. Melnnes agreed that ocean 
freizht at Vancouver, Montreal and St. 
John would be credited, to these 
points. but not freight such as grain 
carried over each divisions for further- 
ance eastward. He stated that the 
C.P.R. hae claimed exemption from 
jurisdictios of the railway haard, ond 
for some reason none of the traffic 
in use eastward from Vancouver had 
deen approve’ by the board in accord- | 
ance with the provisions of the rail- 
way aci.

The New Rural Munici- 
palities 


(Continued from Page 3.) 

of the Council. This man is known as 
the Reeve of the Municipality. The 
Reeve shall be the chief executive 
official, and it shall be his duty to be 
vigilant and active in all the atfairs per- 
taining to the Municipality. He will 
have power to suspend any person em- 
ployed by the Municipality pending a 
Gouncil meeting, and he will also have 
power to appoint special constables 
whenever necessary. The members of 
the Council may be allowed the follow- 
ing fees, namely: $3.00 per day for each 
meeting of the Council »pto the numier 
of 10 each year, and $3.00 per day for 
10 days in the year employed in inspect- 
ing or laying out work. A mileage of 
10c per mile may also be allowed in each 
case. The Reeve may be allowed $4.00 
per day for similar periods instead of 
$3.00, and also mileage at 10c per mile. 
Where the electors neglect to elect 
Councillors they may be appointed by 
the government. Only resident electors 
can vote for or be elected Councillors. 
All nominations must be made in writ- 
ing, and each nomination paper must be 
signed by five resident electors, It is 
also necessary thatthe nomination paper 
should have attached to it a statement 
signed by the candidate signifying that 
he will accept the office if elected. 

The Council have power to appoint the 
necessary Officials to carry on the busi- 
ness of the Municipality. The only per- 
manent official required is the Secretary- 
‘Treasurer, who may also act as Assessor. 
The appointment of all officials, as well 
as the arrangement as to what salaries 
should be paid rests entirely in the 
hands of the Council. It will be noted, 
however, that the Municipality is pro- 
hibited from making any appointment 
to any office by tender; the tendency 
being when a petition is let by tender to 
give it to the party who will do the work 
for the lowest salary. This we have no- 
ticed is frequently very poor economy; 
the eaving in salary being very often 
much more than counterbalanced by the 
loas to the district in the way in which 
the work is performed. 

Rural Municipalities have power to 
deal with practically all matters of a 
loval nature by regulations under the 
Act, or by by-laws. Among other things 
which may be dealt with might be men- 
tioned the passing of a by-law to permit 


ees opmeeee es ome 


The Council of the Municipality is 
given full power to enforce the provis- 
ions of the Noxious Weed Act. 

They may also pass a by-law regulat- 
ing stock running at large. Whenever 
a Council passes a by-law covering this 
matter, the Provincial Laws relating to 
stock running at large ceases to operate 
within the Municipality, and the only 
law in connection with this matter will 
be the by-law of the Municipality. This 
by-law need not be the same for the 
whole Municipality. If conditions are 
not the same, different regulations may 
be made for different parts of the Mu- 
nicipality, I may say in connection 
with this that the Provincial law in re- 
gard to this matter remains in force until 
a by-law is passed by the Council. The 
schedule of fees under any Municipal 
by-law passed, under this provision will 
be prescribed by the Departinent. 

With reference to borrowing of money 
it might be explained that the Act pro- 
vides for the Municipality making a 
temporary loan pending payment of the 
taxes for the year, This loan cannot, 
however, exceed 60 per cent. of the total 
taxes levied by the Municipality in the 
preceding year. . If it is desirable to have 
a loan tor a longer period the Munici- 
pality may borrow money by issuing 
debentures, but any by-law giving au- 
thority for the issuing of debentures 
must be voted on by the ratepayers. 
Two-thirds of the ratepayers voting must 
vote in favor of the by-law and it must 
be approved by the Department before 
any deventures can be issued,” Deben- 
tures cannot be issued for a greater sum 
than 5 percent. of the assessed value of 
the lands in the municipality, and no 
higher rate of interest than 6 per cent. 
per annum can be paid. All debentures 
issued must be countersigned by the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs. 

The taxes levied by the Municipality 
must be levied according to the actual 
cash value of the lands within the boun- 
daries of the Municipality; this actual 
cash value being the value of the land 
without regard to any improvements 
made by expenditure of capital or labor, 
The maximum rate of taxation is 1 per 
cent. or 10 mills on the dollar, If 
necessary, an additional levy may be 
made to meet payments on debentures, 
School taxes for all rural school districts 
situated within the boundaries of a Mu- 
nicipality will be levied by the Munici- 
pality and be payable to the Secretary- 
‘Freasurer of the Municipality. There 
will, however, be no flat rate of taxation 
for school purposes over the whole Mu- 
nicipality. Each school board will de- 
cide on the rate required to meet their 
expenses, as they do at the present 
time. They will advise the Municipality 
as to the area of their district and the 
amount of money required, The Muni- 
cipality will then levy a sufficient rate on 
the lands in each school district to bring 
in the sum asked for by the school board, 
These taxes will be levied at the same 


time as the Municipal taxes. Only one 
tax notice will be issued. Such notice 
will show the ratepayer the amount he is 
required to pay for Municipal taxes, and 
the amount he is, required to pay for 
school taxes. The school taxes paid in 
will be transferred from time to tine to 
the school boards of the ditferent school 
districts from which they are collected. 
Where a rural school district is partly in 
one Municipality and partly in another 
Municipality, the Municipality having 
the larger part of the school district 
within its boundaries will levy the school 
taxes for the whole district. Where o 
school district is even? divided between 
two Municipalities, the department will 
decide which Municipality should levy 
and collect the taxes. In connection 
with this matter it might be pointed out 
that where a school district is short of 
money as they sométimes are on account 
of taxea not having been paid in, the 
Council of the M iipality may make u 
temporary loan® the school district 
pending payment of the current year’s 
taxes; the Municipality being the larger 
organization is bette? able to arrange a 
temporary loan of: this kind than a 
achool district, and may frequently be in 
a position to advance all the money that 
is required from moneys they may have 
totheir credit and which they may not 
need until later in the year.
